Dear Sir.--At a council meeting oi 
cour beard neld to-day, it was unani- 
mously resolved “That the hon. che 
minister of agriculture, Oitawa, be 
asked to appoint, with the leasi pos- 
sible delay, a resident Dominion gov- 
ernment grain inspector for A'beria 
grains.”
